He currently resides upstairs over the Woodstock Restaurant 
which he said is primarily a “beer joint,” and which is operated by 
a Mrs. B., L: GARDNER, with whom SPINKS lives as man and wife. 


SPINKS volunteered that during the 1920s and early 1930's 
he was a leading member of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, and 
thate again became active in the Klan in the 1940's when it tried 


‘to reactivate. He claimed that dve to petty financial bickering and 


lack of specific purpose he severed all relations with the Klan 
movement. 


SPINKS said he had been. living in the Millington, Tennessee ~_ _

to put this country on a solid financial basis.

He explained that he is an avid reader and student of

He said that for the purpose of publishing the book he 
adopted the name“ "The Patriot Publishing Company,” with a return 
address of P. O. Box 127, Millington, Tennessee, located just north 
of Memphis :

SPINKS was queried as to any connection on his part with, 
or knowledge of, the organization which in the past has circulated 
prolific writings under the pen name "The Patriot." He denied that 
he has ever had, or presently has, any connection.with this group, 
claiming to have no idea. ās to the identity of its leadership or 
membership. i om 


He did state that about a year or so ago he unsolicitedly 
received through the mails in an envelope postmarked Memphis, some 
miscellaneous "hate" type printed material. signed with the printed 
pen name "The Patriot." ee 


SPINKS said he had since destroyed this material, said 
he had no idea as to its source, said he has not been contacted in 
person by anyone who has given him any reason to believe he is 
connected with "The Patriot.” 


} With regard to the cartoons appearing in SPINKS’ book, 
"Hell and Integration," SPINKS said that he has had these cartoons for 
a long time and could not recall their original source. 


He explained that the entire contents of his book are all 
"borrowed," explaining tit his book is‘ a’ composite of excerpts from 
many writings.” 


SPINKS claimed that the name, “The Patriot Publishing 
Company" was adopted by him to utilize in publishing his book. 


He said that he is now toying with the idea of forming 
an educational type or "paper" type organization which will publish 
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various documents supporting the constitutional form of government 
of the United States. 






He said that he will probably call this new organization 
“American Liberty League and will cease using the name “The 
triot Publishing Company.’ a 
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
